Potential petroleum sources avail­ 
able to France says M. Pineau, direc­ 
tor of the national bureau of com­ 
bustible liquids, if properly developed 
within the next decade, will furnish 
a supply sufficient for the many years 
to come. 
Of purely French sources, Madagas­ 
car promises the largest supply. The 
most iinlportant French source, how­ 
ever, M. Pineau finds is in Mosul, 
where French interests are permitted 
a twenty-five per cent share in the 
exploitation under the treaty of San 
Remo. 
Within five years oil from 
this source is expected to be almost 
sufficient for the entire needs of the 
country and its colonies, leaving Mad­ 
agascar, domestic and colonial fields 
for reserve.

Soon after the first score Chester 
marched up to Gettysburg’s five yard 
line for a first down.

“There are two congressional dis­ 
tricts in South-Central Pennsylvania 
which in recent years have gone, at 
irregular intervals, democratic or re­ 
publican. 
“The question is, how will they go 
in November? 
“They are the Nineteenth and Twen­ 
ty-second. The former is composed of 
the counties of Lebanon, Dauphin and 
Cumberland; the latter of York and 
Adams counties. 
“Back in the early part of this cen­ 
tury both districts held solidly to the 
republican party for years. 
“Those were the days when Marlin 
E. Olmstead cupped the Dauphin- 
Lebanon district in the hollow of his 
hands. 
“For a generation before him the 
district, according to its apportion­ 
ment, was republican. 
“A fter Olmstead came A. S. Krei- 
der, republican, who was displaced by 
Frank C. Sites, democrat. 
“In the ancient democratic strong­ 
hold of York and Adams, Dan F. La- 
fean, of York, was the paladin for ten 
years for the republicans. 
“After Lafean came Brodbeck and 
Glatfelter, democrats, alternating with 
Brooks. 
“There does not seem to be any 
serious obstacle in the path of Con­ 
gressman Franklin Menges for a sec­ 
ond term in the Twenty-second (the 
York-Adams) district. 
“In the mutations of politics thirty 
years and moVe ago, when Cumberland 
county was linked with Adams and 
York, Thad M. Mahon, by the aid of 
Cumberland republicans, held the dis­ 
trict, then the Nineteenth, for the re­ 
publican^ for years.
